The pollen, gathered daily by 
the bees as they enter and “leave 
the flowers, is literally gold-dust 
to them. Rich in protein, it. is 
ted to the workers in the sum- 
mer colony.

they were to be destroyed, there 


would be famine in the landso 
the omniscient Creator, with great 
wisdom, has planned that these 
tiny insects should be indispehs- 
able to mankind, ~ 
Propolis, the dark colored hee- 
glue with which they fill cracks 
and smooth over rough places 
within the hive, is gathered from 
the gums of buds, plants, and 
trees. It is a most effective _var- 
nish, and yet the bee never seems 
to have any difficulty in prevent- 
ing itself from becoming “stuck 
up” with it. x. 
Another product of the chemical 
factory of the bee is wax. This 
very interesting material, so’ es- 
sential to hive making, is manu 
factured from its body after it 
has gorged itself with honey. Six 
or seven pounds of honey are,re- 
quired to make one pound of wax. 
After a series of exact prepara- 
tions by the inmates of the hive, 


: hydro-carbons, 


the purpose of which seems to be 
to generate sufficient heat, as 
their movements reach a vigorous 
Stage, the wax, secreted from four 
tiny factories on each side of the 
abdomen, appears as small thin 
flakes looking like fish-scales. 
Each scale is removed by the 
hind pair of legs, carefully trans- 
‘ferred to the middle pair, then to 
the mouth where it is mixed with 
saliva and changed from its first 
transparent form to the pale yel- 
low color of the finished article. 
Bees’ wax is unlike anything 
else in the world. It contains a 
fatty acid called cerin, minute 
quantites of alcohol, myricin, 
and another acid 
which gives the wax its character- 
istic odor. It floats on water and 
is very resistant to heat, endur- 
ing a temperature of 140 degrees 
EF. before melting. No other wax 
has such a high melting point. 
The reason for this is easily 
discerned. The entire’ store of 
liquid gold would be lost if the 
thin-walled treasure vaults, the 
storage chambers, softened under 


the influence of moderate heat 
and gave way. 
In manipulating the wax, in 
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order to form the marvelous Six- 
sided cells, real mechanical en- 
gineering skill is apparent. With- 
out any chief engineer to issue 
commands, one piece of wax and 
then another is laid down by the 
busy workers, a tap here, a dab 
there, and presently a cell takes 
shape. What is the explanation of 
the ability to perform these pre- 
cise and intricate operations? If 
it be that “spirit of the hive” 
mentioned by Maeterlinck, is that 
spirit not the Spirit of God? Cer- 
tainly, it cannot be accounted for 
by thinking that the bee has grad- 
ually evolved this skill. If there 
ever was a time when it did not 
possess this knowledge, all bees 
would have died. The first bees, 
then, must have known how to do 
these things. That means creation, 
not evolution. 

Yes, there are many inexplic- 
able wonders wrapped up in the 
structure and work of the honey- 
bee. We find it difficult to explain 
these wonders without accepting 
the idea that God made it pos- 
sible, for these tiny life forms 
to acquit themselves so admirably 
in the struggle for existence. 

To an even greater degree we 
find ourselves faced with an un- 
solvable dilemma if we attempt 
to explain the Bible without a 
supernatural God as Author. The 
qualifications of the human 
scribes, who produced the 66 books 
making up the Bible, are wholly 
inadequate to explain what we 
find in the pages of this remark- 
able Volume. 


Here is a Book which is the 
greatest literary possession of the 
race, the enduring Revelation of 
30d to man. It constitutes the 
title-deed to human institutions. 
It is the lesson-book of Christian 
faith, the final code of human

If asked to describe in advance 
what the Bible of the human race 
should be, certainly no one would 
have guessed this particular form. 
It would be natural to ask if we 
might not have a book with fewer 
mysteries and digressions, a book 
that leaves nothing untold, a book 
which might be demonstrated like 
a problem in Euclid, a book which 
Higher Critics could not dissolve 
into a thin mist of wavering dates. 
A Revelation given to all, given 
simultaneously, and. adequately, 
seems to be what is needed. 

Well, let us imagine a com- 
mittee of philosophers, poets, 
lawyers, historians, or newspaper 
writers, employed to draw up in 
advance a plan for the Bible. It 
is highly probable that such a 
committee would never have 
agreed among themselves, but it 
is certain that if they had, they 
would have given us a Bible quite 
unlike the one it has pleased God 
to bestow. 

The lawyers would have given 
us a code; the theologians a cate- 
chism. The committee of newspa- 
per editors Would have provided us 
with an up-to-date book, all head- 
lines, sensation, and picturesque 
descriptions. The poets would have 
given us an epic embroidered with 
sonnets. The scientists would have 
made science itself unnecessary by 
preparing a compendium of all 
knowledge, the natural history of 
things in general, a book which 
would have left the planet without 
a secret, and the human intellect 
with nothing to interest it. 

Uninspired human literature 
presents many differences from 
this great Book. For instance, 
Hodder’s “Life of the Earl of 
Shaftesbury” contains some 360- 
N00 words. Mr. Morley’ writes 
“The Life of Gladstone” on a still 
ampler scale in two stupendous 
volumes. 

But for the Life of Christ, we 
have four thin pamphlets not 
much larger than tracts. Matthew 
tells the amazing story in 23,000 
words, while Mark requires only 
15.000 words. 

In spite of innumerable attemnts 
at destruction, the Book lives on. 
Henry Rogers wrote that “The 
little ark of Jewish literature 
floats uvon the surges of time. 
while the wrecked archives of 
huge oriental empires are turned 
into mere flotsam and ietsam.” 

How often has the Bible been 
torn into rags, refuted and de- 
Stroved! But, the anvil outlasts 
all the hammers that smite it. The 
men who attack the Bible, the 
volumes written to disprove it. 
are forgotten, while the immortal 
Book lives on, surviving its friends 
as well as its enemies.

Let no man say that this is not 
a true description of what he was 
before he found Christ. Indeed if 
he has really found Him, he will 
admit its truth to the uttermost, 
and if he denies it, it might well 
be regarded as an evidence that 
he is still in his sins.

“But after that the kindness 
and love of God our Saviour 
toward man appeared, not by 
works of righteousness which 
we have done, but according 
to his mercy he saved us, by 
the washing of regeneration, 


and renewing of the Holy Ghost; 
which he shed on us abundantly 


through Jesus Christ our Sav- 
iour.”’ 
Observe the Source - of our 


change—the kindness and love of 
God; the means, the regeneration 
and renewing of the Holy™Ghost; 
and the ground, the finished work 
of Jesus Christ. 

Let us consider the source. The 
“kindness” of God means His kind- 
ness in a general sense towards 
all. The “love of God our Saviour 
toward man” means that kindness 


jin the special sense of the salva- 


tion He has provided for lost sin- 
ners. The word “appeared” is in- 
teresting. God’s kindness and love 
were seen in the Old Testament 
days as well as in the New, but 
it was then like the dawn of a 
new day which now has reached 
its noontide. It has now appeared. 
That the kindness and the love of 
God is expressed in mercy is em- 
phasized by the declaration that it 
was “not by works of righteous- 
ness which we have done... he 
saved us.” In other words, His 
Salvation is a free gift, without 
merit or deserving on our part. 

Let us consider the means. 
There are two things which the 
Holy Ghost does, or is doing, to 
bring about our change from 
nature to grace: the first is our 
regeneration; the second, our re- 
newal. The first refers to our new 
birth, our becoming new creatures 
in Christ Jesus; while the second 
means the maintenance of that 
new life thus begun in Christ Jesus. 

Take the analogy of our physical 
life. A child 4s just born into the 
world. He has life, but it must be 
maintained and continued from 
day to day, and week to week, 
and month to month, and year to 
year, if he shall live; and his 
Creator has made provision for it. 
But what is true in the physical 
is true as well in the spiritual 
sense. When God begins this new 
work in us He perfects it unto 
the day of Jesus Christ. He not 
only regenerates, but renews from 
day to day, and week to week, 
and month to month, and year to 
year. Ah, no unsaved man need 
hesitate to commit himself to 
Jesus Christ for salvation! God 
not only regenerates the believer, 
makes him entirely over, creating 
within him a new heart and re- 
newing within him a right spirit, 
but continually gives him a supply 
of the Spirit of Christ Jesus, that 
he may be able to please Him in 
all things.

This leads us to consider the 
ground. This regeneration and re- 
newing of the Holy Ghost is what 
God has shed upon us abundantly 
through Jesus Christ our Saviour. 
You remember that John the 
Baptist, in witnessing to Jesus as 
“the Lamb of God, which taketh 
away the sin of the world,” said 
that He was the One who baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. “Therefore 
being by the right hand of God 
exalted, and having received of 
the Father the promise of 


Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 


this, which ye now see and hear.” 

These words just quoted were 
spoken by Peter on the Day of 
Pentecost—-and from that day 
until this God has been pouring 
out the Holy Ghost as the result 
of the finished work of Jesus on 
the cross,—regenerating and re- 
newing his people. 

Notice therefore how our change 
from nature to grace is the work 
of the triune God. God the Father, 
loving us and expressing His

but He has been pleased to do all 
that, “The Spirit himself beareth 
witness with our spirit, that we 
are the children of God, and if 
children, then heirs; heirs of God, 
and joint-heirs with Jesus Christ; 
if so be that we suffer with him, 
that we may be also glorified to- 
gether.” 

Of what is Jesus Christ heir? 
The Scriptures tell us that as the 
God-man He “hath been appointed 
heir of all things.” If then we are 
joint-heirs with Him, what He 
has we have throughout eternity! 

Finally, our condition is one of 
obligation. And how simple and 
practical the obligation is, namely, 
“that they which have believed 
in God might be careful to main- 
tain good works.” 

He does not say “great works.” 


There are few of us who could 
maintain them. We _ cannot all 
build hospitals and churches, or 


give up our lives to work on the 
foreign field. But while we can- 
not do great works, there is none 
of us who cannot maintain good 
works if we desire. 

Moreover, the Spirit of God in- 
timates just what He means by 
good works, which are the com- 
mon, everyday things that you and 
I have the opportunity and ability 
to do, if we will. He does this in 
the preceding chapter. 

Here are the ‘good works,” 
sobriety, temperateness, sound- 
ness in the faith, in love, in 
patience, not falsely accusing one 
another, not being given to wine; 
loving one’s husband and children, 
being discreet, chaste, workers at 
home; not purloining, if servants, 
but showing all good fidelity: 


obedient *to employers, pleasing 
them well in all things, and adorn- 
ing the doctrine of our God and 
Saviour. 

And notice another thing. Notice 
where the Spirit of God puts the 
good works! He does not put them 
before salvation, but after it. In 
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this we see the difference between 


the religion of God and the many 
religions of men. Every natural 
religion, every religion of the 
world, puts works first, and salva- 
tion afterwards. God only puts 
salvation first, and good works 
afterwards. 


He does not say: “Be careful 
to maintain good works, that is, 
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cease being foolish, disobedient, de- 


ceived, and serving divers lusts 
and pleasures, living in malice and 
envy, hateful, and hating one an- 
other, and I will be kind to you, 
and love you and show mercy unto 
you.” The world and its false re- 
ligionS would say that.
